Tobacco and léinte, 


The news thaf Messrs. W. D. and 
H. O. Wills, Limited, have acquired 
premises for a factory in Dublin, and 
that Messrs. John Player and Sons are 
likely to follow suit, has revived interest 
in the tobacco controversy. The brands of 
tobacco and cigarettes which are manu- 
factured by these two firms enjoy great 
popularity m Ireland; and since, beiore 
the imposition of the new Customs regula- 
tions, some fifty millions of cigarettes 
were imported into this country every 
week, their décision to open factories 
in the Free State was almost inevitable. 
The new duties on imported tobacco 
raised the price of their cigarettes 
by twenty-five per cent., and their enter- 
prise in Ireland has as its object the 
evasion of this considerable handicap on 
their trade. Their action is quite legiti- 
mate. The great American tobacco trust 
has opened factories in Great Britain for 
the same purpose, while firms like Lever 
Brothers have scap factories,in Holland, 
France and Belgium which are able 
compete with local manufacturers 
equal terms. Smokers are cr .- 
servative folk, who can be weaned 
only with difficulty from their favourite 
brands of tobacco and cigarettes; and the 
fact that even at the increased priced 
“English ” cigarettes are being bought in 
large quantities proves ihat the presence 
of two “ English” factories in Dublin wil] 
be a boon to thousands of Free State 
citizens. i 

The Free State tobacco trade 
regard the ‘invasion’ with some alarm. 
It fears that the big British tobacco 
trust will establish a monopoly and 
capture the distributing trade ior the 
whole country. Since the new Customs 
regulations came into force the demand for 
Irish tobacco and cigarettes has increased, 
and manufacturers have begun to lay down 
new plant in order to cope with growing 
One Dublin firm, for instance, 
has installed ten new machiries, and the 
trade is inclined to the belief that, if 
Messrs, Wills and Player are allowed to 
start their factories, “they will not leave 
an independent manufacturer in the Free 
State.”

The Mind of France. 


France's troubles are not wholly 
economic, A less familiar, but startling, 
aspect of them is zevealed in some figures 
which were published yesterday by the 
Paris Correspondent of the (bserver. In 
1913 the University of Paris had 17,500 
students, including foreigners. In 1921 
the number had fallen to 9,260, of whom 
only 7,000 were French. We gather that 
the figures have shown no im- 
provement during the last sixteen months. 
Tf each a decline had occurred in the 
English or Irish universities, commissions 
would have been appointed and the 
national concern would have advertised 
itself in many ways. Frang has remained 
silent, however, because, since the Treaty 
of Versailles, the great problem of 
military security has obsessed her mind 
and has claimed all her energies. The 
Correspondent attributes the lack of 
university students to the cost of living 
and the poverty of the professional 
classes. For many paronts, he says, the 
cost of keeping their sons at the univer- 
sity ‘has become prohibitive. Even the 
foreign student is assisted only partially 
by the cheapness of the franc to get 
reasonably cheap lodgings of the degree of 
comfort to which he is accustomed. The 
State has come to the poor student’s help 
with a scheme of “loans of honour ’’—to 
be repaid by him when he has secured his 
diploma and has began to practise his pro- 
fession. A sum of five million francs will 
be devoted to this purpose. There is 
another scheme for the provision of a sort 
of residential college where students may 
live cheaply. A site for this cité wniver- 
sitaire has been presented to the Univer- 
sity by the City of Paris, and M. Deutsch 
de la Meurthe bas given ten million francs 
for the first buildings. It is doubtful, 
however, whether poverty is the whole ex- 
planation of the decline of the greatest 
university in France and one of the 
greatest in Europe. In France, at other 
times, as in Scotland and Ireland, poverty 
and learning have been congenial bed- 
fellows. May we not find some part of 
the explanation in the French people's 
long distraction from the pursuits of peace ? 
Thirty years ago Zola preached that 
practical achievement in the domain of 
physical science was the means by which 
France would recover Alsace-Lorraine. 
She has recovered it; but the effort has 
exhausted her, and now the aftermath of 
victory has forced upon her a further 
devotion to the dogmas of materialism. It 
is at least possible—perhaps, probable—

own sake has been unable to flourish in 
conditions which have judged education to 
be valuable only in so far as its results 
have been concrete. France must not suffer 
her intellectual glories to be endangered. 
They are the noblest part of her inherit 
ance, and she must maintain with jealous 
care the atmosphere which has fostered 
them in the past. The most important of 
all the results of a satisfactory and per- 
manent settlement with Germany will be 
the liberation of the French genius to te 
once more a pioneer in the adventures of 
the mind.

The match was played, 
indeed, and was won by Bolton, but 
under circumstances that precluded either 
playets or spectators izom giving really 
close attention to the fine points of the 
game. The event has given rise to much 
speculation concerning similar problems 
in the future. A crowd of two hundred 
thousand spectators at a football match— 
what it means can be estimated when we 
remember that a record crowd at Lans- 
downe road runs to less than thirty 
thousand—is unprecedented. Yet in 1924 
the Cup Final may summon half a million 
partisans to the turnstiles. Wembley 
Park has been built at a cost of 
£300,000, and the paint is hardly dry on 
the grand stand before it is found to be 
too small.

Kabarega, who was King of Bunyoro in 
the great days, half a century ago, when 
the Baganda were a fighting people and 
Nairobi was a native. village, with no 
thought of becoming the capital of a great 
British Colony. As usual, the white men 
were at the bottom of poor Kabarega’s 
troubles. He resented their coming be- 
causé it interfered with his very profit- 
able business of makinz slaves of less 
warlike neighbours and selling them to the 
Arabs. Kabarega, therefore, with his 
fellow monarch, Mwanga, King of Uganda, 
warred on the British and was deieated 
handsomely. This happened twenty-five 
years ago. Deported to the Seychelles, 
Kabsrega grew old in exile—so old that he 
was able recently to persuade the British 
Government to permit him to return to 
Uganda and to end his days beside his 
native hearth. He was welcomed by the 
survivors of the two hundred and fifty 
children whom he left behind him and by 
their innumerable descendants. Kabarega 
has found Uganda a very different place, 
and the Baganda a jar more prosperous and 
enlightened, though less warlike, people 
than when he left them. To them, how- 
ever, he remains the embodiment of the 
glorious past; and the Baganda chiefs 
who assembled st Nairobi to do him 
homage still discuss, we may be sure, with 
zest and with some sense of whet is due | Saints 
to history, the great fights and the great 
feasts of the brave days of old.

The production 
of eggs in England and Wales was estimated 
at 1,500,000,000.

HIBERNIAN INSURANCE 


COMPANY. 

The annual meeting of the Hibernian Fire 
and General Insurance Company, Ltd., was 
held on Saturday at the head offices, "48-49 
Dame street, Dublin—Mr. William Field, 
Chairman, presiding. 

The directors present were :—Senator J. C. 
Dowdal!l. and Messrs. D. J.. Cogan, P. W. 
Corrigan, George W. Strahan, LL.D.; Edward 
Williams, and Sir Joseph Downes. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report and statement of accounts, said that 
the year under review had been a period of 
unprecedented difficulty for Irish industries 
ete 11 kinds of commercial activity, It h 
heen hendionaped by uncertainties of all kinds, 
in the handling of goods, in the delivery of 
mails. as to the enforcement of legal rights, 
and the wholesale destruction of buildings and 
consequent loss of income to thia country. In 
spite of these conditions, Irish industry had 
survived, which was a great tribute to its 
financial soundness, and, if it had not yet 
emerged triumphant, it was well on the way to 
doing so. The conditions he had referred to 
had almost entirely disappeared, and with 
them, let them hope, the extra taxation, which 
was inevitable in order to meet them, The 
directors looked forward with confidence to 
the future. The prosperity of the company 
would go hand in hand with the prosperity 
of the country. The position which they had 
attained under unprecedented difficulties. bore 
eloquent testimony of what they might con- 
fidently look forward to under more favourable 
auspices. He hoped they might all look for- 
ward to the time when ‘Irish insurers would 
give the same measure of support to Irish 
insurance companies as they now did to Irish 
banking concerns. Dealing with the balance 
sheet,, they would observe their income had 
been substantially increased. Their ratio of 
expenses had been reduced; their claims ratio 

was still many points below the level of the 

ast m: ajority of other companies. He thonght 
th ey might claim credit for this state of affairs 
owing to careful management in every branch 
of insurance and rigid economy in expenses. 
Their reserves last year for unexpired lability 
and for outstanding claims amounted to ap- 
proximately £28,000, and as against this the 
sum of approximately £25,000 was paid in 


j claims. Their reserves for similar contingencies 


for the year under review amounted to nearly 
£58,000, apart aliogether from their reserve 
for depreciataion oí investments, amounting to 
£11,900, He was pleased to be able to tell 
them a very substantial increase had taken 
place in the value of their investments, and 
the amount of the investment reserve fund 
was considerably in excess of what was needed. 
It had been frequently stated by unserupulous 
competitors that their inv estmente were not in 
Irish securities. From the balance sheet they 
would see that the entire investments of the 
company were in Irish trustee stocks, and 
since the publication of their balance sheet a 
further gé cró gum had been invested in 
Irish trustee securities. Their assets had in- 
mir by £20,000 during the year, and, with 
credit to profit and lose account of 
£10, 456 13s. á he might justly claim that 
they had had a very successful year. They 
looked forward to future development in no 
uncertain spirit of optimism. He was pleased 
to inform them that Senator J. C. Dowdall, of 
Cork, had been co-opted a director on the 
board. (Hear, hear.) Confirmation of his ap- 
pointment would come before that meeting. 

Mr. D. J. Cogan seconded the resolution. 

Mr. H. P. Courtney said that he was glad 
that the Chairman spoke with confidence of 
the company and, what was more important, 
of the country generally. The cost of running 
the company compared favourably with the 
cost of British insurance companies of the 
highest standard. He deprecated the competi- 
tion between the Irish insurance companies, of 
which the country could not be proud, and he 
urged that these companies, instead of fighting 
each other, should fight the common enemy. 
A question had been raised at their last meet- 
ing about the Irish bank managers not sup- 
porting their company and giving & preference 
to foreign companies. During the year he had 
the privilege of raising the question at some of 
the bank meeting At the Provincial Bank 
they said nothing very hostile, the Hibernian 
Bank seemed entirely friendly, and the Roval 
Bank chairman received his remarks royally, 
and he had no doubt the directors Would not 
be in opposition to the Hibernian Jnsurance 
Company. He thought ithe dividend this year 
was scafcely sufficient, and he suggested that 
it be increased from 5 per cent. to? per cent., 
less income tax, absorbing £2,250, on leaving 
£8,208 to be carried forward. He asked if the 
directors could not do anything to introduce 
a system of life insurance, and he thought that 
the company should seek to emancipate the 
entire insurance business of the country. 

Mr. J. C. Clegg proposed, and Mr. George 
Ryce seuded, an amendment that a cash 
bonus of 5 per cent, should be paid, in addi- 
tion to the dividend. 

Mr. D. J. Cogan, replying to the discussion 
on behalf of the directors, said that the com. 
pany had a large number of small shareholders 
throughout the country, and it was for that 
reason the board original! y decided to pay a 
net dividend, because of the difficulty in mak- 
ing a fracti ional amount of dividend. A net 
dividend of 5 per cent. worked out in a lump 
sum. Their income tx was also paid in a 
lump sum, and was equal to nearly 5 per cent. 
He urged with regard to dividend that the 

company should pursue a conservative policy, 
and should not, therefore, pay any increased 
dividend this year, while hop! ng in the near 
future to double the dividend. ag hoped 
before they were much older to be in osition 
to do something in the life insurance ~ ee 
though he urged caution in the light of the 
failure of previous Irish industrial insurance 


nterprises. 
= || The amendments were generally withdrawn, 
nd the resolution was carried unanimous! y. 

On the motion of Mr. P. W. Corrigan, 
seconded by Mr. James Williams, a dividend 
was de lared at the rate of 5 per cent., free of 
income tax. 

The appointment of Senator Dowdall, Cork.
